BUDGET BILL TO BE PASSED 


Republican Leaders Desire to Get the 
System

March 4, and the Republican leaders 
in the present house nnd senate say 
that during the short session the flecks 
will be cleared, so to speak, for the 
Hew congress. 
The chief t a s k will 


h e to dispose of the appropriation 
hills.

The senate proposes to accept the 
revised budget legislation during this 
short 
session. 
Leading 
Republican 
members of the senate say that there 
Is no doubt that budget legislation 
w ill be completed by the senate’s pass. 
lug the budget bill, which the house 
passed last .Tune, on Hie eve of ad­ 
journment, after It had eliminated the 
features of the legislation lo which 
President Wilson took exception In a 
veto message. 
It Is the thought of 
the Republican leaders In the senate 
that the legislation as revised In ac­ 
cordance with 
the President’s Idea 
shall he accepted so as to enable the 
new' secretary cf the treasury under 
President Harding to start lits admin­ 
istration with a budget system. 
May Be Revised Later. 


Later, lf Is pointed out, lf the new 
Republican congress shall deem It ad­ 
visable, the budget legislation can be 
overhauled. 
The Important thing In 
the Judgment of the Republican lend­ 
ers In the present congress Is to get the 
budget system under way. 
The ap­ 
propriation hills that will be passed 
flaring the coming session, the bills 
for the fiscal year beginning July J, j 
1021, will be prepared lintier the new 
rule of the bouse of representatives, 
which consolidates the various coin- 
ye I Hee* Iii, the bon gig tiilLt luiMi hCEEjjO* 


fore dealt with appropriation bills. 
That rule was adopted when It was 
believed the budget legislation would 
be completed in time to apply It to 
the appropriations for the next fiscal 
year. 
The first, business of the bouse 
will he to provide for the enlarged 
committee. 
It is always the case that an out­ 
going house 
representatives has to 
deal with the personal desires of a 
large number of members whose terms 
expire on the fourth of March. 
An 
unusually 
large number of private 
bills, so called, are on the calendar 
at this time and the house will un­ 
doubtedly give them a respectful bear­ 
ing during Hie session.
